The 1947 camping season was one of the finest on record as regards 
the number of campers using the camp and the income received by the 
lows, with the exception that the detailed financial statement appears 
in the Synodical Treasurer’s Report: 

During the camping season, the camp was under the very capable 
management of Mr. George Krionderis as camp manager and Mrs. Car- 
penter as cook. Mrs. Krionderis had charge of the store and the dining 
ball. Mr. Krionderis as a high school coach has ‘contact wi... many 
young men during the school season; therefore, the committze has dele- 
gated him with the responsibility of hiring the remainder of the camp 
staff, which has proven to be a wise procedure. Mr. and Mrs. Krion- 
deris and Mrs. Carpenter will be back with us for the 1£48 camning 
season. 

After the close of the camping season, a check for $200.00 was sent 
te Tabitha Home in payment on the Inner Mission Deaf Mute Fund, 
which had been ordered paid by Synod. A check of the records disclosed 
that only $200.00 remained to be paid on this obligation. Another check 
for $200.00 was sent to Tabitha, which ‘pays in full the amount of 
$1,200.00 ordered by Synod, making a total payment of $400.00 during

Water for the pool: for the past seapon was furnished 
by the spring on the Rock Springs 4-H ranch. | 

Permanent improvements planned for the coming season ineludé 
an automatic hot water heater for the men’s wash and shower room and 
another for the dishwashing, a new bridge across the boating stream to 
the council ring, and the well with pump for supplying wote» for ‘*e 
pool. Plans alsp call for an improvement in’the dishwashing facilities 


as 
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to meet the standards of the State Board of Health. We are working 
with the State Board of Health in the maintenance of proper health 
standards at the camp. The State Board tests the drinking water bi- 
monthly and passes on the manner of dishwashing. ae 

The 1948 season promises to be a big season. By January 1, 1943, 
practically all of the time on the schedule for the season had been filled. 
Generally larger groups have been scheduled for the coming season than 
were scheduled last season. Requests continue to come in. The 1948 
season promises the largest number of campers to use the camp in a 
single season. | 

The camp continues to offer insurance for all campers. ‘Most groups 
accept this and insure their groups for the period they are in camp.

The sixty-first year in the history of Tabitha ‘Home has come and 
At the beginning of the year, 1947, there were seventy aged men 
and women under the care of the Home. Dering) the year nine were 
dismissed and ten were taken by death. 

At the first of the year, there were twenty- dine children at the 
Home. They represented sixteen families. During the year five girls 
and eleven boys were received representing seven families. Thus forty- 
five children representing twenty-three Spanien were served. Seven 
girls and nine boys were dismissed. ‘ 

Tabitha Home in cooperation with other Synofical Lutheran agen- 
cies in Nebraska has endeavored to follow the admonitions of both 
church and civic sociologists, and has made an effort not to keep in the 
Home a child any longer than is necessary for mental attitude or health 


adjustment, or during the period necessary for the re-establishment of 


a broken home or the establishment of a new home hed one or the other 
parent. 

Of the sixteen children dismissed desing the ; pear, two went into 
private homes to work; eleven went back into homes re-established by 
their parents; two went into homes of relatives; one went into the 
State home at Beatrice. Five of these children had lived five years or 
more at Tabitha, and one for eight years. | | 

Other than the above whv were given direct 4 service in the Home, 
additional services were given by phone, letter and/or in person to 
thirty requests for information and entrance. Some of these were able 
to be worked out with the parent in caring for his own problem, others 
were referred to other agencies which vould serve better the particular 
need, age group or within the community of the inquirer. Numerous 
adoption inquiries were referred to either the — Lutheran Wel- 
fare offices or other adoption agencies. |

Report of the Statistician | 


Receséion in membership and prosperity in finances summarizes 
briefly the parochial report for 1947. All three membership classifica- 
tions show. a decrease fram the previous year. This is due in ‘part to 
fewer acééssions—there were 209 fewer adult tccesions than in 1946— i 
i and in part to revision of membership rofls by four congregations. As : 

long as the congregations of the Synod do not follow a regular procedure 

in revising their membership rolls, there will be fluctuations in the mem- 


: bership figures which will not reflect the true state of the church. The 

: communing membership decreased 228 to 6778, still above any previous 

Fi year except 1946. This decrease is due entirely to the application by . 
z some congregations of the definition of “communing member” found in ; 


the Model Constitution of 1948, Article III, Section 3, rather than the 5 
one printed on the instruction sheet of the parochial report blanks. 


. Sunday School and Children of the Church enrollment showed de- 
creases. Only six congregations maintain the latter activity, There 
were 23% fewer catechumens. The Nursery Roll and Weekday Schools 
enrollment showed small increases. 


The total expenditures of the congregations reached a new. high of 
$357,894.00, an avearge of $30.37 a confirmed member. The Synod met 
its apportionment for the first time with a slight excess. Each com- 
muning member contributed $5.51. Thirty-two congregations met the 
‘apportionment in full or in excess. There was an increase of 18.6% 
in the amount contributed for unapportioned benevolences in ‘spite of 
the sorry showing on Lutheran World Action. For all benevolent 
purposes each confirmed member contributed an average of $6.96. Much 
repair and improvement work was done during the year, almost three 
times as much being expended as in 1946. The “Other Property” clas- 
sification showed an spats indicating that a considerable mare-ing of 
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building and improvement still oxiete. Those congregations showing 
indebtedness in 1946 made reductions in 1947, but three additional in- 
curred indebtedness during the year, the Synod as f whole showing a 
net increase. 

Most reports were well oiaheined. requiring little correction but the 
condition of a few was bad. Most mistakes are made in reporting ex- 
penditures. Slowness in returning the reports left much to be desired 
in the matter of promptness. Seventeen were not received until after 
the Jan. 31 deadline, and no report was received from Peabody, St. 
Paul’s. The first report was received on Jan. 7, from) ‘ieee Scherer

Also, a pro- 
gram was designed for the Western Conference meeting, held at Salina.

Report on comers World Action 


The $10,000,000 Lutheran World Action programa for 1946-1947 was 
successfully completed by the chufches of the National Lutheran Coun- 
cil, a total of $10,502,356.42 being contributed in cash. Of this, $5.007,- 
565.95 was given by congregations in the United Lutheran Church in 
America. As a synod, we remitted $32,184.46 in the two years toward 
our goal of $46,441.27, or 69 per cent. Fourteen congregations contrib- 
uted sums equal to or in excess of their minimum | goals: Beloit, Ben- 
dena, Chapman, Cole Camp, Greenleaf (Trinity), Greenleaf (St. Paul’s), 
Hutchinson, Kansas City (Children’s Memorial), Kansas City (St. 
Mark’s), Lawrence, Norcatur, Tulsa, Valley Falls and Wichita. 

It would be pointless for us to try to analyze why we did not fully 
meet our goal as well as other parts of the Church except for the faet 
that we are facing the urgent necessity of our current Lutheran World 
Action program. If we are to do any be tter this year, we shall need 
to strengthen ourselves on several points, such as the following: 

1, A-sense of urgency. Even though L.W.A. is about six years old, 
it still is made necessary by emergencies in the world situation. It

ds or death in jnany respects to thise it is intended to 
help. It cannot be put off. We dare not be indifferent to its claims 
upon us. 

2. Aggressive promotion. Too many congregations let down on 
L.W.A. because church councils, pastors, or both, were afraid to push it, 
or because they did not push it hard enough. The cause was not put 
before the people with enough clarity or force. Some promotion plans 
were not well enough arranged or executed, and literature and films 
were not used as effctively as they might have been. The L.W.A. office 
provides excellent helps and offers them to us. It is up to us on _ 
local level to use them to the best advantage. ‘ 

3. Confidence in ourselves. If we do not think we can raise our 


. quotas for Lutheran World Action, we will not. If we are confident 


that we can, by working at it hard enough, the chances are that we will. 
The fact that 14 congregations did reach their minimum goals, and the 
total $10 million was raised with excess, would say that the goals were 
not impossible. We can make the 1948 goal, if we will. 

4. Sense of teamwork. We must all remember that Vietilenin 


World Action is our program, in every congregation in the Kansas Sy- 


nod, as much as any one’s. We are the U.L.C.A. and the National Lu- 
theran Council. It is not “their” job, but “ours.” Furthermore, our 
goals and quotas were all accepted and approved by our action as a 
Synod. No ane asked us to do a thing that we did not agree to do. Con- 
gregations that do not put forth conscientious effort to meet their quo- 
tas do not play fair with the rest. Our synod’s goal is the responsihility 
of all, and if one congregation does not raise its goal, another must go 
beyond the minimum. We need more practice in teamwork. 

The 1948 Lutheran World Action program calls for $4,000,000. 
That sum is broken down by Churches, and, in the U.L.C.A., by synods, 
on a basis of comp&rative confirmed membership. The portion that falls 


to us as our minimum responsibility is $17,836, but inasmuch as there is — 


no allowance in the $4 million budzet for expenses of promotion, we are 
asked to accept a goal somewhat higher than the minimum. | 


Recommendations 
1. That we set $18,000 as our minimum goal for the 1948 Lw. A. 
program, and strive with our full energy and devetion to contribute 
at least that amount. ( Adopted. ) 
2. That the synod’s goal be distributed to the sutigenghtiiins in 
proportion to their communing membership. Based on the 1947, com- 
muning membership report, that will be as follows:

Report of the Cuamnittes | on Constitution 


This Committee has prepared a properly amended Constitution for 
reprinting at this time. In the process of this reprinting it was found 
that three amendments, previously considered by Synod, did not have 
the Constitutionally required five signatures. _ 

We resubmit these amendments for consideration at this time. 


ARTICLE 6, Section 1, Part B, Paragraph 1 


1. Any regularly ordained minister of a constituent Synod of the 
United Lutheran Church applying for membership in this Synod must 
live within the normal boundaries of this Synod, or must have a call 
to some general work of the church as defined | in Afticle 7, Section 1, 
Paragraph 2 of this Constitution, or must have received a call to serve 
as pastor of a congregation of this Synod. He shall furnish the Pres- 
ident of Synod evidence of his ordination and Christian character, to- 
gether with a letter of honorable dismissal issued by the President of 
the Synod from which he comes. These papers, together with the 
recommendation of the President of Synod shall be sent to the Examin- 
ing Committee. Upon the approval of the Examining Committee the 

4pplicant shall be enrolled as a member of Synod. If any question arises 
concerning an applicant, the Examining Committee peay ask the ap- 
plicant to appear before the Committee. _

1. In the event that there may arise a lack of ordained milbeters 
available to serve all the pastorates of the Synod or to perform 
special pastoral services that may seem necessary within the bounds of 
Synod, the President, in the name of Synod, may issue a tempor ry 
license to any candidate for the ministry of the Lutheran Church \ who 
receives the approval of the Examining Committee. 

2. Licentiates shall have the authority to perform any and’ al 
ministerial acts during the period of time specified in their li enses, 
provided that such acts are performed within the bounds of Synod. They 
shall be enrolled as members of Synod for the duration of their licen- 
sure, and shall have all privileges of clerical membership except that 
of holding elective office in Synod. They shall be granted the privilege 
of voice, but denied the right of vote on any matter pertaining to their 
own licensure or ordination. 

3. Licenses shall be issued for a definite period of time, anid that 
period of time shall be no longer than the licentiate is actually serving 
in this Synod. Licenses may not be issued for more than one year, but 


they may be renewed as often as the president and the Examining 


Committee may deem advisable. 


4. Licentiates shall be subject to the supervision of the piesident 
of Synod or any other ordained member of Synod to whom the President 
may delegate the responsibility of such supervision. The President 
may, at his own discretion, recall and annul any license at any time. 
The President shall recall the license of any licentiate not actually 
serving within the bounds of Synod.

Report Of The ‘Luther League Sponsors 


Ris odd changes seem to ‘be taking place in the program of young 
people’s work in our Synod. The Statistician’s report shows a decrease 
in the number of organizations dealing with young people and a de- 
crease of 139 members of such organizations in the past year. Luther 
League work, however, is showing an increase in number of organiza- 
tions and number of members. Two new Leagues have been organized 
in the past year, and there has been a general increase in membership, 
in new and old organizations, of 66 members. It is to be hoped that 
these two trends indicate the abandonment of purely local organizations 
in fayor of the official youth organization of the United Lutheran Chureh 
in America. 

The Synodical Luther Lelgue has had a successful year undér the 
leadership of Miss Louise Easterday and Dean Kloepper. All Synodical 
officers have kept in closer touch with local organizations and have stim- 
ulated the interest of local leagues in the program of education, life ser- 
vice, and missions. Each district conference was able to hold a rally on 
its own territory during the year. In addition, several rallies, joint 
meetings, and joint social gatherings have been held in limited areas, 
drawing leaguers from different churches together for ncaa and 
inspiration. 

‘Your sponsors and the eee officers have used the two means 
for promotion of young peoples’ work, camping and the Luther League 
paper, to the fullest possible advantage. The week-end camp conven- 
tion has reached a group of youth leaders who had been unable to at- 
tend. the longer sessions of past years. THE JACK RABBIT, under 
the editorship of Elwood Landis, has vastly improved in style and con- 
tent. It is now being mailed direct to the homes of leaguers and pas- 
tars. 

Attention of all persons: is directed to the new program df the 
Luther League of America designed to serve the needs of persons who 
have attained maturity, but do not yet desire to step out of youth 
organizations. Materials for the League of Young Adult Lutherans—

THE SYNOD 
Section 1, The Name 


The name and title of the body organized dudert ‘this Constitution 

shall be The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Kansas and Adjacent States. 
Section 2, The Doctrinal Basis — 

1. This Synod receives and holds the Canonical Scriptures of the 
Old and New Testaments as the inspired Word of God and as the only 
infallible rule of faith and practice according to which all doctrine and 
teachings are to be judged. .

8. A minister coming from an ecclesiastical body other than Luth- 
eran shall, with his application for membership, present satisfactory 
evidence of his ordination and Christian character, as well as his good 
standing in the body with which he was formerly connected. His appli- 
cation and testimonials shall be referred to the Examining Committee, 
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whe, in colloquium with the applicant, shall ascertain his knowledge 
and acceptance of the Lutheran doctrine and practice, espécially the 
doctrinal basis and usages of this Synod and Sf the United Lutheran 
Church in America. If such examination warrant, the Examining Com- 
mittee shall, in each instance recommend to the Synod the action to be 
taken; and if, on favorable report of the Committee, a two-thirds vote of 
the Synod shall approve, he shall be received as a member of this Synod. 


Section 2, Reception of Congregation 


1. A congregation desiring admission into the Synod shall place — 


in the hands of the President a formal application signed by the Secre 
tary of the Church Council and by the pastor, and shall send a repre- 
sentative to the meetinz of the Synod; it shall submit a copy of its 
constitution, and of its charter, if incorporated. If these are in accord 
with the requirements of the Constitution of the Synod, the congrega- 
tion may be received into membership by a majority vote of the Synod 
at any regular meeting. Contemplated changes of its Constitution 
affecting its articles of faith, adherence to the Synod and the United 
Lutheran Church in America, and disposition of its nage id shall be 
reported to the President for his approval. 


_ ARTICLE SEVEN 
MINISTERS AND LICENTIATES 


Section 1, Ministers 


1. Ministerial menibers of the Synod are those who have become 
such by ordination, or by reception from another Synod in accordance 
with Article Seven of this Constitution. Their membership shall cease 
only by death, by regular transfer and reception into another Synod, by 
process under Article 2 i or on recommendation of the xeeutive Com- 
mittee. 


2. In addition to esters of congregations the Riad may include 
and continue upen its ministerial roll those who, though without active 
pastoral service, hold educational, executive, missionary or editvrial 
offices to which they have been appointed by the Synod, or by the 
United Lutheran Church in America or any of its regularly constituted 
Boards which are recognized as competent to make such appointments. 

8. Every minister shall conform his preaching and “om ta to the 
doctrinal basis set forth in Article One, Section 2. 


4. - Every pastor shall preach the Word, | the Sacra- 
ments, conform the manner of conducting public worship to the accepted 
practice of the United Lutheran Church in America, using such books of 
worship and instruction as have been accepted and approved by the 
United Lutheran Church in America; he shall care for the people of his 
pastorate as individuals and as congregations in common faith and 


harmonious interests with all other members and congregations of the. 


United Lutheran Church in America; give catechetical instruction regu- 
larly; confirm; perform the marriage ceremony in accordance with the 
laws of God and the State; visit and minister to the sick and infirm; 
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bury the dead; install regularly elected members of the Church Coun- 
cil, and, with the Council, administer discipline; supervise all schools 
and auxiliary organizations of the congregation, and promote the up- 
building of the Kingdom of our Lord Jesus Christ in the community, in 
the homeland and abroad. He shall seek out and encourage young men 
and women having proper natural gifts and qualifications to prepare 
for full-time Christian service; co-operate with the agencies and 
officers of Conference and Synod, in every way, to educate the people 
to increase their liberality for the cause of benevolence recommended 
by the Synod or supported by the United Lutheran Church in America; 
and shall use his best endeavor to stimulate piety in the individual and 
family life of the people, as well as a knowledge of the Church and her 
work by the circulation of the literature of the Church. 

5. The pastor shall keep accurate parochial records of baptisms, 
confirmations, members received by transfer or professidn of faith, mem- 
bers dismissed, deceased or excommunicated, together with a roster 
of all communicant members of his pastorate, keeping the record of 
each congregation of his pastorate in a separate book which shall be 
the property of the congregation; and shall annually réport an accurate 
abstract of these statistics to the Synod or to an offi¢ial appointed by 
the Synod for that purpose, for pepuention § in a Symodifal table of Paro- 


chial Reports. 


6. No minister shall preach or perform any minipterial act within 
the pastorate of a brother minister, except upon his request, or with 


his consent ; nor shall he visit and preach or perform ministerial acts 


in a’ vacant pastorate except from formal invitation of the Church 
Council, or the consent or appointment of the President of the Synod. 


7. A clergyman on the roll of Synod not engaged in regular minis- 
terial work for a period of two or more years as defined in paragraphs 1 
and 2 of this article shall be requested to deposit his ordination papers 
with the President of Synod until such time as he shall desire to resume 
the active office of the ministry, thus conforming to the ectiqn of the 
United Lutheran Church in America. | 

8. If any minister in good and regular ga! A in the Synod 
enters a field of labor within some Synod in the same fellowship of faith 
with this Synod he shall, upon application to the President, be entitled 
to, and the President shall furnish him with, a certificate of honorable 
dismissal; but until formally received into membership: of the Synod to 
which he has been dismissed he shall be fully amenable to this Synod. 


9. It shall be the duty of every pastor, wher members of his 
pastorate remove into bounds of another, to urge -such members to 
connect themselves with the congregation into whose territory they have 
moved; to notify immediately the pastor of said pastorate of such re- 
moval; and, upon application, to furnish dertificate ¢ transfer to such 
as are entitled to the same. ; 

10. All ministers of the Synod shall attend all meetings of the 
Synod and Conference to which they belong. In case of unavoidable 


_ absence the absentee shall send to the Secretary an excuse of his absence; 
_ and nothing shall be regarded as a valid excuse 1s the most urgent

It shall make earnest 
effort to pay such amounts into the Synodical Treasury in monthly 
installments. It shall make due and liberal provisions for the ministra- 
tion of the Word and the Sacraments, endeavor to hold at least one 
service every Lord’s Day and see that the pastor is properly supported; 
and make all necessary/provision for the: promotion: of piety in its 
families and for the Christian training of the young. | 

3. In cases of vacancy, difficulty or strife in a congregation the 
Church Council shall seek the advice and instruction of the President of 
4. In case of strife or division, should! any part i a congregation 
or pastorate belonging to the Synod reject the faith set forth in Article 
One, Section 2, or revolt against the Constitutional provisions or its 
obligations as a member of the Synod, that part of the congregation or 
pastorate, whether majority or minority of its membership, which con- 
tinues in unity with the Synod and its faith shall ae mecognized as the 
lawful congregation or pastorate.

ARTICLE NINE 
DISCIPLINE 


Section 1, Offenses 


The offenses for which members of the Synod shall be subject to 
discipline are: 


1. Preaching or teaching doctrine in confit | with the faith set 


forth in Article One, Section 2. 


2. Conduct incompatible with moral hganiee | or with. the character 
of the ministerial office. ‘| 
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8. Willful dalened or violation of the Constitution, authority and 


resolutions of the Synod. 


Section 2, Penalties | 
I. The penalties which may be imposed upon ministers are: 
1. Private censure and admonition by the President. 


2. Public censure and admonition in any session of the Synod 
or Conference. 


3. Suspension Seen the functions and office of the sidehiars for 
a designated period, or until there is satisfactory ovinenes of repentance 
and amendment. 
4. Exclusion from | in the Synod. 
5. Deposition from the ministerial office. 


II. Should any congregation or pastorate belonging to | Ithe Synod 
turn away from the faith set forth in Article One, Section 2, neglect or 
refuse to exercise proper discipline over its members after due admon- 
ition by the President of the Synod; disparage the cause of the Christian 
Church and the upbringing of the Kingdom of Jesus Christ through ap- 
plied benevolences, it shall be excluded from membership in the Synod. 


Section 3, Precess Against a Minister 
A. The Bringing of Charges 


1. Bya Congregation. If a serious accusation be indeed i in writing 
against a minister before a Church Council by at least six voting 
members of a congregation, unless otherwise provided for by the Con- 
stitution of the Congregation, the Church Council] shall confer with 
him about the same and shall endeavor to obviate all just cause of com- 
plaint and to reconcile all parties; nor shall any further steps be taken 


until all proper efforts to this end on the part of the Chareh Council 
have been exhausted. 


If in the judgment of the Church Council a Prima Facie case has 
been made out against the minister, it shall report its findings in writing 
to the President of the Synod, specifying the charges, which must, how- 
ever, be founded on the prescribed testimony of at least two credible 
witnesses. If the Church Council shall ignore the accusation, the mem- 
bers of the congregation who have brought the charges may in like 
manner lay them before the President of the Synod. i 


If a minister be charged with some specific sin not in the manner 
aforesaid, but by widespread rumor which is not transient, but which 
continues and strengthens, the Church Council shall endeavor to remove 
the scandal; and if it fails or finds evidence of guilt, it shall at once 
report the case to the President of the Synod. 


2 By members of the Synod. Three members of the Synod may 
prefer charges against a minister, but such charges must be specific, in 
writing and signed by them. 

8. By the President of The Synod. Should the attention of the 
President of the Synod be directed by rumor or complaint to alleged 
offenses on the part of any of its members, he shall epnotiatly investi-

Should he fail in his efforts, or should s deem stich action neces-

B. The Preliminary Investigation 


In Cases That May Require a Formal Trial 

1. If any accusation against a minister of the Synod be lodged with 
the President by a congregation, or by three members of the Synod, he 
shall at once communicate with the accused respecting the matter, and, 
if the accused shall desire an investigation, or the nature of the accusa- 
tion be such as to call for it, the President shall order such investigation 
by the Conference, or he may appoint a committee for that purpose. and 
cite the accused to appear before said committee to answer to the charge. 

2. When such investigation is appointed, a copy of the complaint 
against the accused shall be furnished him by the President, allowing 
him not less than ten days between the time of his citation and the time 
appointed for the hearing; and if the accused should refuse or fail to 
appear without presenting adequate reasons why the investigation should 
be deferred to another time, it shall ee in the sdme manner as if 
he were present. 

3. If the findings in such an investigation debveril gross immorality, 
the same shall at once be reported to the President of the Synod, who 
shall immediately suspend him from the office and function of the 
ministry until his case has been finally decided by the: Synod. 

4. If the findings of the investigation show sufficient evidence of 
guilt, besides reporting the case to the President, the Conference or 
committee making the investigation shall formulate the charzes and 
specifications against the accused and the President of the Synod shall 
furnish neo to the accused not less than twenty days before the meet- 
ing of the Synod, at the same time citing him to appear at the said 
meeting, when his case shall be heard‘and decided. _ | 


Cc. Tria] 


1. When. charges have been brought against 4 minister of the 
Synod and the preliminary investigatoin has shown that a formal trial 
is necessary, the President shall report the matter to the next annual 
meeting of the Synod, or to a special meeting called for the purpose 
and the case shall be referred to a Committee on Discipline consisting 
of not less he seven members. The charges and specifications against 
the accused shall be presented in his presence, if the desire it. The 
accused shall have the right and opportunity to be fully heard and to 
call witnesses) i in his own defense, and may be represented by counsel, 
who, however, shall be members of congregations belonging to the 
Synod. The Committee on Discipline shall hear all relevant testimony 
and shall present its findings to Synod. If the findings be adverse to 
the accused, it shall recommend the penalty to be inflicted.. Only three 
Shall vote wh have not brought the charges in the case. The findings 


of the ‘Commyittes may be adopted and the sao (i determined by a. 
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majority vote of the Synod; but the accused may appeal from the find- 
ings of the Committee, in which case he shall be tried by the Synod in 
exclusive session, and the method of procedure shall be the <>: 
before the Committee on Discipline. In case of such appeal all penalties 
may be suspended until the case has been tried and determined by the 
Synod. : 

2. Whena minloted is with teaching or doctrines 
which are in conflict with Article One, Section 2, of this Constitution, 
the Committee on Discipline shall consist entirely of ministers and shall 
report its findings to the Synod. But the accused may appeal tw the 
said Synod against the findings of the Committee, in which case the 
Synod shall proceed to try the charges. In acting on the report of the 
Committee on Discipline or in its trial of charges, the Synod shall take 
a vote on two counts: First, is the doctrine specified in conflict with 
Article One, Section 2? Second, is the ac-use! guilty of teaching or 
preaching such doctrine? The guilt of the accused shall be determined 
only on a two-thirds vote on the first count, and upon a majority vote 
on the second count. The Committee shall then report its decision to the 
Synod, which shall determine the penalty by a majority vote; but the 
penalty shall not be less than a suspension from the ministry, which 
shall continue until such time as the accused shall have made full re- 
cantation of the errors for which he has been susnended. 


3. When the Synod has made ful] decision in the case of the trial 
of the minister, the Président of the Synod shall at once announce the 
decision, whether guilty or not guilty. If guilty the President. shall 
pronounce the sentence in the presence of the body; also, if possible, 
in the presence of the person adjudged guilty, and a copy of sentence 
shall be given him. ‘| 

4. If in any case new evidence shal] be presented to the President 
which shall be sufficient in his judgment to warrant a new trial, he 
shall present the evidence to the Synod. and the latter shall decide 
whether the case shall be reopened. When the penalty imposed has been 
greater than that of public or private censure, he shall at once call a 
special meeting of the Synod to consider the matter. 


5. The proceedings, in case of discipline, shall not be published in 


part or in whole before the final decision is reached ce the result 
officially declared. | 


D. Appeal From Congregational Discipline — 

The administration of discipline in a congregation is governed by 
the congregation’s Constitution, but the pastor or member of any 
congregation belonging to Synod may appeal to the Synod from the 
disciplinary action of the congregation. All such appeals whether on 
the part of the pastor or a member of the congregation must be made 
in writing to the President of the Synod within thirty days after the 
action has been taken. A copy of said appeal shall be promptly transmit- 
ted by the appellant to the officers of the congregation, nor shall the 
appeal be entertained unless there is evidence that the same has been 
received by said officers. Upon receiving such appeal the President of 
the Synod shall refer the matter for investigation and determination 
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to to the Conference with which the sdiniaiidadbhans is cofnected, or to a 
special Committee appointed by him. All relevant testimony shall be 
heard in such investigation. The decision or finding of the Conference 
shall be reported to the President of the Synod and shall be final unless 
the Synod, at its subsequent meeting, shall determine Pherwise. 
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E. Members Under Discipline 

1. No minister or layman while under discipline or sentence of 
suspension shall hold any office in the Synod, or serve as a delegate, 
director or trustee under its apointment; and every committee, board, 
or delegation or body of appointees constituted 7 the 1\77nee shall see 

to the enforcement of this rule. 

2. It shall also be the duty of all packets and dinthiliiateis belong- 
ing to the Synod to respect the disciplinary action of the Synod: and 
for any pastor or congregation to set aside or disregard any such disci- 
plinary action shall be deemed a violation of order wpich shall subject 
the offender to discipline.

3. The Seal of Synod shall be in charge, of the President of the 
Synod who shall affix it or cause it to be affixed to all documents, certi- 
ficates, deeds, legal papers, or official copies of itn licenses, 
ete., requiring the seal of Synod.

Constitution and By-Laws, Amendment

BY-LAWS 


I. General 


1. Every pastor shall prepare an annual parochial report according 
to blanks furnished by the Synod, and all pastors and congregations 
shall send their parochial reports to the Statistical Secretary on oF 
before the first day of February. 


|. 2 The Synodical year shall close with the calendar year. 


8. Ministers having removed from the bounds of the Synod are 
urged to unite with the Synod within whose bounds the reside. 


4. No letters of transfer to other denominations /shall be granted 
to ministers of this Synod. But if one who has received aid in prepara- 
tion for the ministry from any Synod of the United Lutheran Church 
should desire to depart from the Lutheran ministry, in case he has 
served less than ten years in our ministry, no certificate of character 


shall be granted until he has fulfilled his obligations to the Sirped which 
aided him. 


5. It shall be the duty of every congregation in the Syhod to raise 


the full amount of their apportionment for benevolence s ened they 
have a pastor or not. 


6. A vacant pastorate shall settle its financial a to the 
retiring pastor before electing another, or engaging a stated supply, 
except if in the judgment of the President it shall be deemed otherwise. 


7. In all pastorates composed of two or more congregations their 
relationships shall not be dissolved without the consent of the Synod. 
In no case shall a pastor be called by any part of a pastorate, or resign 
any part of a pastorate, but in all cases the call and resignation shall 
be a transaction of business conducted by the Joint Council of the 


Pastorate. 


8. The territory of this Synod shall be divided into send confer- 


ence districts to be known as the Eastern, the Southern, and the West- 


ern. It is recommended that at least one meeting of ah conference 
be held in the fall of each year. 


9. Every pastor upon accepting a call to a pastorate ‘within this 
Synod shall be installed on the first Sunday of such relationship or as 
soon thereafter as possible. 


10. All papers of special importance to be presented to b the Synod 
by the President, or otherwise, must be in his hands on of before the 
opening of the Synod to be properly arranged and numbered by the 
Secretary ready to be referred to the proper committee by the President.

The observance of an anniversary can be a source of ‘strength to 
our Church. Of all institutions here on earth the Church is most closely 
tied to its past. Beginning with the words that Jesus used in institut- 
ing that most important of all anniversary observances: “This do 
in remembrance of Me” and continuing down through the centuries 
there has een an insistent emphasis upon the fact that the community 
of Christian believers has both an obligation to the past and a responsi- 
bility to the future. Every time a worship is held our debt to the past 
is evident. Every time we meet in Syndd assembled we realize that we 
meet because men and women in years past possessed a full measure of 
devotion to the cause of building the kingdom of God. 

In this day of insecurity and instability we need to know that there 
is a kingdom against which the gates of hell shall not prevail. We 
neéd also to know that in the building of the Kingdom here on earth 
the pioneers of this western Zion, as they so frequently referred to it. 
faced problems just as ¢complex and as difficult as the problems that we 
face today. We need to know that they solved some of those problems 
on the basis of a formula that I first heard from the lips of that 
long-time member of this Synod, Rev. I. B. Heisey: They worked as 
if everything depended upon their efforts and they prayed as if every- 
thing depended upon God. We need to know more of the history of our 
Church so that we can steer safely between pessimism, defeatism and 
despair on the one hand and a kind of Pollyana attitude of optimism 
that all’s right with the world because we say so. We need to remem- 
ber that we have a heritage that we love because men and women of 
eighty years ago thought that it was worthwhile passing on io us. 

The anniversary occasion that we are observing here toninght 
is not the only one that should claim our attention during this year. 
The founding of the United Lutheran Church in America followed by 
only a few days the fiftieth birthday of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod 
of Kansas and Adjacent States. Thus in company with the Church at 
large we are observing the thirtieth birthday of the United Lutheran 
Church while we are observing the eightieth birthday of the Synod. 
But for the first fifty years of its history the Kansas Synod wa; n"rtur- 
ed and supported by the General Synod which was founded in 1820. As 
late as 1890 over one-fourth of the Home Mission Funds of the General 
Synod were expended in the Kansas Synod. It is quite possible that 
the churches represented in this Synod at the present time «ould not 


have been established nor nourished to self-supporting strength, but for 


the assistance that they received in infancy from the Board of Home 
Missions of the General Synod. 

But we can look even beyond the Thirtieth Anniversary »{ the 
United Lutheran Church for a significant anniversary occasion that will 
fall within this year. In years gone by at the meetings of this Synod 
it was the custom to recall and to observe the birthday of Martin Luther. 
On the occasion of the four hundredth anniversary of his birthday 1 
was resolved to raise the sum of five hundred dollars toward the pur- 
chase of a lot for the Emporia church. The minutes indicate that the 
amount was subscribed. This year will mark the four hundredth and 
sixty-fifth anniversary of the birth of Martin Luther. Perhaps we 
should at least recall the words of Rev. S. S. Waltz that were spoken to 
Synod in 1883: | 

We are about to enter upon a wonderful anniversary in our 
beloved Zion. Four hundred years of history—the most event- 

ful and glorious since apostolic days—gather as a bright halo 

around the name of Martin Luther. As is eminently fit, this 
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Synod will doubtless hold appropriate memorial services during 

its present session commemorative of the birth and mission of 

the Great Reformer and Founder of our Church, 

But we can also look inward to discover many anniversary occasions. 
Since the last meeting of Synod St. Paul’s Church in Valley Falls has 
observed its 90th birthday. During this year the First Lutheran Church 
of Rockport will be 90 years old, St. Mark’s of Atchison will reach its 
80th milestone and two churches will be 75: Christ’s Church, Eureka 
and St. John’s Salina. The first three of these churches together with 
those that have observed their 80th birthdays: Trinity, Lawrence, and 
First Church, Topeka, constitute the group of churches ‘that are olcer 


than the Synod. 

If the years that have passed since the organization of the Synod 
possess the most interest for us it should not be forgotten that the 
years that preceded it also contain much that is of importance in under- 
standing the problems that confronted the founders. The conditions 
which faced the pinoeer missionaries who came to Kansas in the 1850s 
were not at all favorable to the growth of religious interests and 
organizations. Although the struggle over slavery during the territorial 
period of Kansas History has been greatly overemphasized it certain- 
ly handicapped the Lutherars who came from the North and worse 


' still from Pennsylvania, one of the.strongholds of the anti-slavery 


movement. Lutheran Workers in Kansas faced other handicaps: the 
great proportion of people who came to Kansas in the early period came 
from states where Lutheranism was not strong. It is true that the 
state which furnished the most people to territorial Kansas was Ohio, 
but the states that came next in line were Missouri, Kentucky, and 
Tennessee; states where Lutheranism either was not stfong or where it 
was allied with a branch of the church not favorably disposed t»war. 
the founders of the Kansas Synod. 

Rev. H. A. Ott, author of the book Lutheranism in Kansas, 
calls attention to the poverty of the people who came, to the all-consum- 
ing interest of most of the people in making money, a¢quiring another 
tract of land, or simply in finding the wherewithal for the next meal. 
Dr. Ott is quite correct in calling attention to the prevaling materialism 
of the frontier, but others have pointed out that the monotony of life 
in the pioneer communities; the sheer drudgery of much of the work; 
the isolation and drabness of life all predisposed the people toward a 
more emotional type of religion than that preached by the Lutheran 
church. Dr. Samuel B. Barnitz, the beloved Western Secretary of the 
Home Missions Boards of the General Synod, called attention to one 
instance in which a Lutheran pastor whom he does not; name undertook 
to compete with the more emotionally disposed churches on their own 
ground. With reference to the work at Washington, Greenleaf and 
Barnes, Dr. Barnitz aid, |

Many of you know that Lutheranism came to Kansas at a time 
when a controversy over the theological foundations of the Lutheran 
Church was raging. There were four principal branches of Lutheran- 
ism: General Synod, General Council, Synodical Conference and the 
United Synod of the South. In addition to the national antagonisms 
and linguistic prejudices “the main differences between these groups 
concerned the degree of doctrinal rigidity or freedom, the stricter or 
laxer subscription to the Symbols”. Of the four prifcipal groups the 
General Synod was considered to be the most liberal and the Synodical 
Conference (Missouri Synod) the most strict. Thus it was that the 
General Synod bore the brunt of the trend away from the Unaltered 
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i Augsburg Confession and the historic Lutheran creedal position and.) — 
‘ toward the thelogical position of the Reformed Churches. There is [ie 
some reason to believe that Dr. S. S. Schmucker championed the re 
vision of the Augsburg Confession in order to help the Lutheran 
Church meet the challenge of the Reformed Churches on the frortier. 
But the theological controversy which he produced weakened the General 
. : Synod at precisely the time that Kansas was a frontier community in 
i course of being peopled at an extremely rapid rate. It should be noted 
3 that the branches of the Lutheran Church that united to form the 
United Lutheran Church were not the principal beneficiaries of the 
, large scale migration of German and Scandinavian folk to Kansas, 
¢ i Although in its early history men from all types of Luthéranism found 
their way into the Kansas Synod they did not remain in it. One by 
one they and the churches that they founded withdrew to join either 
the Scandinavian Churches or the Missouri Synod. To some degree at

: same problem of adaptation and adjustment that confronted other in 
stitutions in the period of settlement. 
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To this newly opened and organized territory of Kansas with its 
grasses instead of trees, its unsettled and unoccupied areas, its quarrel)- 
ing inhabitants and its broad expanse came the young pioneer of 
Lutheranism in Kansas, Rev. Josiah B. McAfee, Gettysburg student. 
health-seeker, minister and later soldier, business man and political 
leader. In August, 1855, he organized at Leavenworth the first Lutheran 
Church in Kansas. While absent in the East misfortune befell the in- 
fant church, the site and building were lost, and the members scattered. 
Greater success attended the efforts of Rev. McAfee at Grass opper 
Falls (now Valley Falls), where in June, 1857, he orzanized what has 
come to be the oldest church in our Synod. During the years that Valley 
Falls remained the center of his activity Rev. McAfee established three 
other churches, but none of them have survived. é 


The second of the outstanding pioneers of the Lutheran Church 
in Kansas was Rev. David Earhart. Ordained by the East Ohio Synod 


_ in 1844, a charter member of the Pittsburgh Synod when it was. formed 


in 1845, Rev. Earhart through a misunderstanding failed to become 
one of the charter members of the Kansas Synod. His outstanding con- 
tribution. to Lutheranism in Kansas was his insistence upon the un- 
altered Augsburg Confession as the foundation of the Synod. The other 
men had agreed to organize on the Definite Synodica] Platform, that is, 
upon the revision of the Augsburg Confession in the direction of the 
Reformed churches. Rev. Earhart refused to go along and in deference 
to his wishes the others agreed to organize on the basis of the historic 
Lutheran position. He established a great many churches and preach- 


ing points in northeastern Kansas; in Brown, Doniphan, Douglas, and — 


Atchison counties. All in all he frequently travelled 150 miles in serving 
his scattered charges. 

The third of the trio of men chiefly responsible for launching 
Lutheranism in Kansas on an organized basis was Rev. Morris Officer, 
earlier a missionary to Africa, but after 1864 a travelling misionary for 
the Home Missionary Society. He made several trips t») Kan-as and 
Missouri visiting St. Louis, Kansas City, Lawrence, Topeka, Atchison, 
and St. Joseph. Laboring with inadequate méans and unable to persuade 


pastors in the east with better paying pastorates to «ome to Kansas, 


Rev. Officer did not succeed in launching his missionary program until 
1867 when he persuaded two young graduates of Wittenberz Seminary to 
come west: Rev. A. W. Wagenhals, whom he located at Kansas City, 
Rev. E. J. Keplinger whom he located at Tipton, Missouri. Following 
this start Rev. Officer organized a congregation in Lawrence, on March 
19, 1867, and our host congregation here in Topeka on April 7, 1867, 
eighty-one years ago tomorrow. These infant comrrega.ions ‘vere 
adopted by three eastern synods: Centra] Pennsylvania agreeing to 
look after Kansas City and Tipton; the West Pennsylvania Synod as- 
suming responsibility for Topeka and Lawrence, and the Maryland 
Synod ‘sponsoring the St. Louis church. Rev. Officer was also respon- 
sible for the organization of St. Marks Church in Atchison in Septem- 
ber, 1868. 

Two conferences, to which all Lutheran ministers in Kansas, 
Nebraska, and Missouri were invited, were held in Monrovia in May, 
1865; the second in Valley Falls in September, 1866, It was at. the 
latter that Rev. David Earhart refused to agree to oriranization of the 
Synod on any other basis than the Unaltered Augsburg Confession. 
The call extended to the Lutheran ministers of Kansas and Missouri 
to meet in Topeka for the purpose of organizing a synod was dated 
September 9, 1868, and published in the Lutheran Observer on October 
23, 1868. It was specifically stated in the call that the new. Synod would 
be based upon the doctrinal position of the General Synod. Inasmuch 
as Rev. Earhart belonged to the General Council he did not feel free 
to attend unless specifically invited to do so. A tactful letter was sent 
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to him during the convention to which he responded by joining the 
Synod at its second meeting. 

In response to the call the first convention met here in Topeka on 
November 5, 1868. I am speaking from the pulpit that was used by 
the members who organized this Synod. The small table in front of me 
was used as the communion table by the host congregation. The gavel 
that I hold in my hand was made from one of the original 
pews and presented to the Synod on the occasion of its fiftieth anniver- 
sary. Seven pastors and five laymen representing eight churches were 
present at the first convention. Rev, S. P. Harrington, pastor of St. 
Paul’s Church, Monrovia was chosen president. Provision was made 
for a second convention to meet in Atchison in April, 1869. The Kansas 
Synod was formally received into the General Synod at its convention 
in Washington, D.C., in May, 1869. Thus the small churches on the 
farthest front of Lutheranism in the United States became united 
with a national body; and the General Synod acquired its largest con- 
stituent synod from the geographical point of view. In its early history 
this largest of the Synods included churches in southern Nebraska, in 
Colorado as far west as Georgetown and in Missouri as far east as 
St. Louis. It embraced an area roughly eight hundred miles from east 
to west and three hundred miles from north to south. It was the largest 


synod in area, the frontier synod in location, and a missionary synod 


from the very first. 

The first parochial report of the Syned showed 13. churches, 34 
members, and total contributions of $3,720.55. If we assume that the 
membership was give on a communicant basis then it appears that in 
eighty years the Kansas Synod has increased twenty-fold in member- 
ship and one hundred fold:in total expenditures. If we ignore all the 
other branches of Lutheraism the number of Kansans belonging to a 
Kansas Synod church is proportionately greater now than it was in 
1869. In the earlier year the ratio was 1 to 1,000; in 1947 it was 1 to 
about 400. If we include all branches of the Lutheran church, in Kan- 
sas approximately 1 out of every 32 persons in the state belongs toa 
Lutheran church. If for the sake of comparison the record of the 
Methodist church. is studied it will be discovered that the proportionate 
growth of the Lutheran has been greater than the proportionate growth 
of the Methodist church. It is time for us to realize that we have a solid 
foundation upon which to build and that the principal problem at the 
present time is not what the men of past generations failed to do, but 
rather what we are failing to do at the present time. The fivlds are 


still white unto the harvest so far as the lists of prospective members 


are concerned. 

One of the fruitful fields of study in our church history is the story 
of the closed church doors. Our Synod has furnished abundant ¢v'- 
dence that church doors are not closed because some governmental 
agency has ordered them to be closed—they are closed by the sheet 


inertia, indifference, and outright selfishness of church members. Errors 


in judgment and misguided enthusiasm have played their parts. But 4 
whatever the specific causes in specific cases, when one comes to his meet- - 
ing of Synod after having read the minutes for nearly all of the eighty 
years of synodical history, it almost seems as if a ghost synod is in se 
sion side by side with the one that is still functioning. Where °'¢ the 
several missions that have been in times past launched ‘in the Kansas 
City area; where are Ottawa, Oklahoma City, and Oberlin; Garnett 
Girard, Effingham and Ellsworth? What happened to the proposals t 
establish churches in Garden City and Dodge City—will the present 
boom in Garden City gives us a new opportunity? McPherson, Indepe 
dence, Arkansas City, and Fort Scott were all looked upon at one time 
as favorable fields. If one side of the rocord of the Kansas Synod 
a story of fairly steady and solid growth, the other side is a story of 
missed opportunities, abandoned fields, closed churches. _ 
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These things did not happen. because of ignorance. Devoted presi- 
dents of Synod knew what should be done and they pleaded for men 
and means to do the work. Travelling missionaries of Synod and 
secretaries of the Board of Home Missions: Barnitz, Yarzer, Ott and 
many others gave without stint of their time and of their means to estab- 
lish churches and secure support for them. It was a constant source of 
pain to the leaders of synod that there were many ordained men who 
would not take charges, preferring to continue with sé¢cular employ- 


ment. In 1870 the pastor of this Church and also the president of — 


Synod closed his report with these remarks: | ; 

During my term of office I have visited various portions of 
the state, seeing after the interest of the church; and wher- 
ever I went, I was reminded of the words of the Master, “‘The 
harvest truly is plenteous, but the laborers, are few; pray. ye 
therefore the Lord of the harvest, that he will send forth 
‘laborers into his harvest.” 

Further my dear brethern, I cannot help but deeply and 
sadly regret, that so many able and acceptable ministers of 
the Gospel within the bounds of our Synod, are gatisfied to 
remain idle, while around them the rich harvest of the Lord is 


perishing for the want of laborers. 
Shortly after the Synod observed its tenth birthday its president 
called attention to another reason for lost opportunities. In closing his 
report he said, 
Our people are loval to the church. Their boyalty has 
been tried in Kansas as nowhere else. They have scen the 
General who organized them and the Captain who drilled 
them, throw up the signal of defeat, deserting his post to seek 
shelter under a better roof, while they have stood bravely to © 
their colors and weathered the tempest even until now. How 
few of our people have gone to other churches from choice, 
but how many from necessity? | N 


Another of the early presidents of Synod had expressed the hope 
that one new mission could be established each year. As it turned out 
the first forty years of its history it lost a total of 41 churches—more 
than an average of one closed or lost church per year. Thus in the 
first forty years of its history the Synod had lost as many churches 
as it was to have in existence at the end of its first eighty years. 

From the very first the Kansas Synod was conscious of its ap- 
portionment obligations. The amount fixed by the General Synod 
were accepted and definite efforts were made to raise them. Of course 
in the early years the amounts were small. Thus in 1873 the quota was 
reported to be $459.98. Rev. David Harbaugh urged his fellow mem- 
bers to adopt “some plan by which the benevolence of our people may 


_ be raised to a higher standard, and the amount apportioned to our 
Synod by the General Synod for benevolent purposes, may annually be - 


contributed.” Seventy-five years ago the president of Synod was 
worrying about raising the apportionment. It is safe to say that this 
church would not be large enough to hold the 1948 conyention of Synod 
if Rev. Harbaugh’s admonition had been faithfully--observed in the 
seventy-five years between 1873 and 1948. I have not calculated how 
much the Kansas Synod owes the Church at large—or shall we say 
individual churches in the Kansas Synod—owe the church at large in 
unpaid aprortionments down through the years. There was a period 
of years, from 1883 through 1888 when the quotas were paid in full. 
In one of these years the Eureka church overpaid its quota fourfold 
and in another the Synod paid almost twice the sum asked—it could 
have met a double apportionment in 1886 without the least doubt but 
that every dollar of it would be paid. But the statistics do not tell 
the full story. There were many occasions when special offerings were 
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taken up at Synod for special missionary projects: a mission in Chicago 
or New York; help for a struggling member of Synod; the support | 
of the Travclling missionary. The sums raised were relatively quite ~~ 
large and when added to the benevolence gifts recorded in the treasurer's a4 
report they totalled quite an impressive amount. Perhaps its was 
coincidental but Synod experienced a period of rapid g:ow.h during the 
period it was giving most generously vo the benevolen.e prog:um of the 
Church. Perhaps it is also merely coincidenial that during the period 
of years from 1931 to 1944 when the benevolence payments were less 
than 80% of the apportionment not a single new mission was launched 
and at least four churches were closed. Perhaps there have been times 
in the history of this Synod when it was not willing to prove the 
promise of the Lord that if we will bring tithes into his storehouse he 
will open the windows of Heaven and pour out a blessing so great 
that there will not be room enough to receive it. 


| Inasmuch as this is a joint meeting with the Women’s Missionary 
Society it should be noted that this Synod played an important role in 
| the establishment of that organization. The impetus for the launching — 
of a Women’s Missionary society came from the Iowa Synod which in 
August, 1875, had organized the first Lutheran Women’s Home and 
| “Foreign Missionary Society. Notice of this action reached the Kansas 
Synod at its 1875 convention in Lawrence by way of a letter from a 
member of the Iowa Synod recommenting that the Kansas Synod spon- 
sor a similar organization. The recommendation was adopted and pass- 
ed on to the favorable notice of Synod. If your Historian is not misin- 
: formed the Women’s Missionary Society will be seventy years old in 
3 June, 1949. The first society in the Kansas Synod and the first one 
4 west of the Missouri river was organized on September 7, 1879, in a 
| schoolhouse near Waterville. In 1879 the Synod provided for an organiz- 
ing committee and in October, 1880. the Synodical society was formlly 
launched. It is peculiarly fitting that this Synod which owes so much 
| to the missionary spirit of the church should have been among the first 
ee to recognize the importance of the Women’s Missionary Society. In 
B : 7 1879 when the society was begun, only two of the more than twenty con- 
: 3 gregations in the Synod, Moray and Abilene, were not receiving some 
4 sort of mission aid. 

Just as the young Synod of Kansas was interested in supporting 
the organization of the Women’s Missionary Society, so too it was in- 
terested in supporting the cause of Christian Higher Education. By 
1875, at least, the Synod was participating in the support of Carthage 
College and from that date until the establishment of Midland College 
at Atchison, Kansas, in September, 1887, the financial support and 
student body of Carthage Colle:e was much in the minds of the mem- 
bers of Synod. There are those here who know the full story of the 
founding of Midland College. Several towns in Kansas: Beloit, Par- 
sons, Topeka, Leavenworth, Minneapolis, and Atchison; and Grand Is- 
land, Beatrice, and Omaha, Nebraska all submitted proposals to the 
Board of Education when the decision to establish a college west of 
the Mississippi River was made known in 1887. The proposal of Atch'- 
son was accepted. The opening of the College occasioned great rejolt 
ing in the Synod and annual reports from its officers and trustees 
become a regular feature of the meetings of Synod. The support and 
confidence given to the College through the years has been more than 
justified by the contributions of the graduates of Midland to the growth, 
development, and administration of the Synod. | 


The movement to develop a theological seminary in the western 
territory began earilier than the definite movement in the direction of 
a college. It was seventy years ago that the Synod adopted a resolution 
favoring the establishment of a seminary at some central point in the 
Mississippi Valley and suggesting that Wittenbery Seminary be moved

to some point farther west. The officials of Wittenberg did not look 
with favor upon the suggestion. In 1889 the problem seemed to be 
on the way to solution when Augustus Kountze, a wealthy Omaha bank- 
er, made a generous offer with respect to the location of a seminary in 
Omaha. But before the details of the proposal coukl be worked out 
Kountze died and the plan was abandoned. Because some of the mem- 
bers of the faculty of Midland College had been giving some instruc- 
tion in theological subjects the Board of Education decided to begin 
instruction on a larger scale. This was done in 1891. Four years 
later the Board formally organized the Western Theological Seminary of 
the General Synod. From the day of its opening more than fifty years 
ago Western has made its contribution not only to the Kansas Synod, 
but to the church at large. Pog 

Work with young people has also occupied the attention of the 
Synod for nearly sixty years. At first it gave i‘s support to the Chris- 
tian Endeavor, but in 1893 a temporary synodical orZanization was 
effected. As one phase of the work with young people the Synod 
undertook in 1922 or 1923 the administration of Camp WaShun-ga. 

The story of organizations and institutions is an important part 
of the history of the Kansas Synod, but the phases that possess the 
greater interest for most of us are the personal acquaintanceships with 
those who remind us of the past. Within the bounds of Synod we 
still have one who in a sense constitutes the bridge between the present 
and the past. One who knew the founders of the Synod personally and 
one whom we know, and respect, and love, D. E. E. Stauffer. For many 
years your historian was privileged to associate intimately with the 
only other living member of the Historical Committee that helped to pre- 
pare Ott’s Lutheranism in Kansas and one who also knew the founders 
of the Synod: Dr. Robert B. Wolf, one time pastor emeritus of the 
First Lutheran Church of Colorado Springs, Colorado. But there are 
others whose names remind us of the formative years of the Synod: 
Peery, Tonsing, Dysinger, Clutz, and Krueger. As I scanned the 
minutes of Synod I encountered the names of many laymen whom I 
have known: Selig, Olson, Bang, Livers, Reitzel, Shirck and many 
others whose names are not quite so familiar because I have lived in 
the wrong towns in Kansas. | d 

There are ties of memories with the past that bind us to the dis- 
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charge of the duties of the present. We are here not only to validate | 


what those who have gone before us have done—we are here to continue 
the work which they left unfinished—to pay the debt of this Synod to 
the Church at large which they were compelled to leavé unpaid. That 
debt in terms of personnnel as well as in terms of funds. and support is 
a heavy one. It is’nt only a question of paying the apportionment 0! 
funds—it is doing that—double this year—its/is also. a question of 
providing shepherds of flocks, leaders in the church, men and women 
to do the work of the kingdom while yet there is time. Double ap- 
portionment and the Lutheran World Action quota paid in full are 
only a small down payment on the debt which the Synod of Kansas owes 
to the Lutheran Church at large that has nourished it from infancy to 
a reasonable state of maturity. We can do no less. The historical 
record suggests that we are under obligation ta do a great deal more. 
It is devoutly to be hoped that the payment of the apportionment in 
fnll and the reception of a new church into the Synod sre the heralds 
of a new day for the Synod of Kansas and Adjacent States.
